report on how price fixing may 
be prevented and yet trade asso- 
ciations perm itted

But th e trade commission hap 
also recommended that a licensing 
system be instituted so that trade 
association activities may become 
better known to the government 
and so that 
certain 
activities 
which come close to a violation O' 
the anti-trust laws may be eradi­ 
cated. 
The commission feels that thr 
circulation of price 
information 
“ in a form to identify the results 
for individual members is so un­ 
necessary to the general statisti­ 
cal work of associations and so 
susceptible of abuse that it might 
be explicitly declared illegal ir­ 
respective of intent.” 
ConK Decision* Cited. 
The opinions of the 
supreme 
court of the United States in this 
connection are referred to by the 
trad e commission in support of 
its contention and it is 
further 
pointed out th at a constancy 
of 
prices is apt to indicate artificial 
price control. 
The commission’s report, in ef­ 
fect. traces the established policy 
of the United State* government 
with respect to competition and 
gives some advice to trade asso­ 
ciations.

“ It is un<V>ubtedly better,” gays 
the 
commission. 
“ for 
lite 
trade association if Its members. 
as such, do not have too concen­ 
trated or exclusive an interest In 
prices. 
The decision of what ie 
the fair price should not be left 
merely to the seller, still less to 
a group of sellers. 
There is per­ 
haps no more properly individual­ 
istic social phenomenon to be en­ 
countered among civilized 
mer 
than the prRe making in an open 
competitive market. 
Conditions 
and circumstances under 
which 
the prices are arrived at may be 
properly a subject of regulation 
and of group decision, but seldom 
the specific price itself on a speci­ 
fic commodity. 
Follow* Donovan Policy. 
“ A frank and above-board in­ 
terest in the standardization 
of 
certain practices th at practically, 
and, too often 
covertly, 
affect 
costs to the buyer is a field for 
trade association activity of much 
promise. 
To keep such work free 
from the taint of conspiracy and 
illegal restraint of trade is, how­ 
ever, an important task for the 
perm anent pilots of trade associa­ 
tions, and on© in which they ap­ 
parently need outside advice and 
assistance.” 
The foregoing Is In line with 
the policy advocated by 
Colonel 
Donovan, assistant attorney gen­ 
eral, to the effect that business 
organization* and 
corporations 
deserve the co-operation of the 
government when they seek ad­ 
vice us to w hether their activi­ 
ties are contravening 
anti-trust 
laws and how they 
may 
make 
their practices conform 
to

spirit and letter of the law. The

be the basis of recommendations 
as to trade practice legislation in 
the next session of congress.

Fred R. Ming's amusement tax bill 
took its first hurdle easily today, 
despite known administration ob­ 
jection .

8tart Work at Once. 
Another request for funds which 
turned out to be much smaller than 
some of the naval advocates had 
deseed, came from President Cool­ 
idge.

6 Victims Lined 
Up Against Brick 
Wall; Shot Down 


NORTHSIDE STRONGHOLD OF ‘BUGS’ MORAN 
SCENE OF SLAUGHTER; BELIEVE SLAY­ 
ERS KIDNAPED FACTION LEADER 


Chicago, Feb. 14— (A P)—Chicago gangsters posing as po­ 
licemen invaded the north side stronghold of the 
George 
“Bugs” Moran gang, lined up seven helpless, unarmed 
vic­ 
tims with their faces to a white brick wall, and mowed them 
down with automatic pistols and machine guns. 
The wholesale execution, an innovation in Chicago 
gang 
history, was carried out at 10:10 o’clock this morning, with 
all the precision of an army firing squad. Five men drove up 
to Moran’s headquarters int* 
a garage at 2122 North Clark

Greenfield Writes Of His SEEK TO PUT 
Visit to North England 


“Nowhere in America is there 
such squalor, poverty and suffering 
as we have found in this section 01 
England,’’ Joseph Greenfield, direc­ 
tor of the 
Escanaba 
Municipal 
band, declares in a letter from 
Neweastle-on-Tyne to a member of 
the Daily Press editorial staff. Mr. 
and Mrs. Greenfield are visiting Mr. 
Grenfield’s mother and other rela­ 
tives in the British Isles. 


“This is a land of starvation and 
poverty—of slaves and parasites,” 
Mr. Greenfield wrote. 
“Conditions 
are too horrible even to be ade­ 
quately suggested, much less de­ 
scribed. Imagine, if you can, seven 
to nine persons—young women and 
young men included—living in one 
small room. 
No oven in which to 
bake, no place to wash clothing, and 
all existing on an income of less 
than fifty cents a person, a week. 
“The police are surly and arro­ 
gant,” he continues. 
"They will 
not permit two persons to stop on 
the street long enough to exchange 
greetings. ‘Move on and keep mov- 
ng’ is their continual command. 
On every hand there are arrests 
for the most trivial things. 
“Begging is forbidden. 
Mothers 
walk the streets trying 
to 
sell 
small articles. 
Some have babes 
at their breasts. 
Others are fol­ 
lowed by ragged children, many of 
them barefooted, although today it 
is sleeting. 
“I was here when tho Prince of 
Wales paid the community a visit. 
He appeared to be a first-rate chap. 
really sympathetic for the suffering 
miners and their families and there 
is high hope that he will be able 
to do something about It, although 
no one knows just what sort of 
remedial measures 
are 
possible. 
He has at least called the attention 
of the Empire and the world to the 
terrible state of things. 
“In spite of the fact that resent­ 
ment against royalty as a system 
appears 
to 
be 
Increasing, 
the 
Prince really is popular. 
“We were in Glasgow when the 
‘March of the Unemployed’ started 
from that city to London. 
It is a 
500-mile tramp and the weather is 
anything but favorable. The march­ 
ers have the sympathy of very few. 
No political party has sponsored it 
and it looks a good deal like it will 
be a ‘Dead March’ insofar as prac­ 
tical results are concerned. 
Carry 
Ing out the idea of suppression, 
which seems to be uppermost in 
the minds of all the officials and 
the government, tho marchers are 
being closely watched by the po­ 


lice, all along the route. 
"We are going to London, next, 
by way of Nottingham and Bir­ 
mingham. 
It won t be long before 
*ve are back in the Good Old United 
States—the greatest aud best coun­ 
try on earth. Truly, America is the 
Land of the Free, and the only land 
of the free on the 
face 
of 
the 
globe.”

Other sharpshooters aimed darts 
at the bill but the house moved it 
ahead 
unperturbed. 
Representa­ 
tive Fred Wade, of Allegan, tried 
to make the tax apply only to tick­ 
ets celling for more than 50 cents. 
Failing, he tried a 25 cent exemp­ 
tion. 
He lost again. 
The bill pro­ 
vides for a levy at the rate of five 
cents for each dollar or fraction 
tickets thereof of

tickets. 
It 
exempts 
tickets costing IO cents or less, but 
starting from that point provides 
five cents for tickets up to $1, ten 
cents for tickets above $1 and lese 
than $2 and so on. 
“It will rob the poor children
